STATE OF ALABAMA 
PROCLAMATION 
BY THE 
GOVERNOR 

WHEREAS, the Alabama 
Legislature at its First Special Ses 
Sion of 1985 ordered an election to be

“Section 1. For the continu 
ing berefit of the State of 
Alabama ana the citizens 
thereot there is hereby 
created an irrevocable, per 
manent trust tund named ‘The 
Alabama Trust Fund which 
Shall be funded and ad 
ministered in accordance with 
the provisions of this amend 
ment 

“Section 2. As used in this 
amendment the following

as all or part of the considera 
tion for the sale, leasing or 
other disposition by the state 
or any agency or instrumen 
tality thereof of any right to 
explore and drill for or to pro 
duce oil gas or other 
hydrocarbon minerals in any 
area on the water side of the 
hian water mark of Mobile 
Bay or in any other offshore 
area and shall include any 
revenue by the state from 
federal oil and gas leases off 
the coast of Alabama Any 
royalty or other payment 
with the exception of any 
taxes heretofore or hereafter 
levied thal iS based upon or 
determined with respect to 
the production of oil, gas or 
other hydrocarbon minerals 
and that iS paid to the state or

Shail, at the time of his or her 
appuintment and at al! times 
during his or her term of of 
fice, be a qualified elector of 
the state, and a failure by any 
trustee to remain so qualified 
during such term shall cause a 
vacancy of the office of Such 
trustee Each appointed 
trustee shall have recognized 
competence and experience in 
the evaluation and manage 
ment of investments. Any ap 
pointed trustee may be im 
peached and removed from of 
fice as a trustee in the same 
manner and on the same 
grounds provided in Section 
174 of the Constitution of 
Aiabama of 1901, or successor 
provision thereot ana the 
general jaws of the state for 
impeachment ano removal of 
the ofticers of the state subject 
to said Section 174 or suc 
cessor provision thereof. The

Appointed 
trustees shall be entitled to 
such compensation for their 
services as may from time to 
time be provided by law duly 
enacted by the legislature, but 
the power to provide compen 
sation of appointec frustees 
shall be discretionary with the 
iegisiature and nothing in this 
amendment shall be con 
strued to conter upon such 
trustees an absolute right to 
any compensation for their

(f) A majority of the 
trustees shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of 
business by the board, and 
decisions shall be made on the 
basis of a majority of the 
quorum then present and 
voting, with each trustee to 
have a single vote. No vacan 
cy in the membership of the 
board or the voluntary dis 
qualification or abstention of 
any trustee shall impair the 
right of a quorum to exercise 
all of the powers and duties of 
the board. The governor shall 
be the chairman ana presiding 
officer of the board. The direc 
tor of finance shall be vice 
chairman and the state 
treasurer shall serve as 
secretary The board may ap 
point such other officers to 
perform such duties, no? in 
consistent with the provisions 
of this amendment or ap 
plicable law, as the board 
shall deem necessary or ap 
propriate. In addition to such 
regular meetings of the board 
as may be provided by law or 
by bylaws or ru’es duly 
adopted by the boaru, special 
meetings of the board may be 
called by the governor acting 
alone or by any three other

Pach case upon two days 
notice to each trustee given in 
person or by reaistered ‘etter 
or telegram provided 
however, that such notice to 
each trustee may be waived 
by such trustee, either before 
or after the meeting with 
respect to which such notice 
would otherwise be required 
Any meeting held by the board 
for any purpose shal! be open 
to the public, except that ex 
ecutive sessions may be held

‘'(q) No trustee Shall vote on 
or participate in the discus 
sion or consideration of any 
matter coming betore the 
board in which such trustee 
personally or through family 
connections or business 
associations, has any director 
indirect pecuniary interest. in 
cluding, but without limitation 
thereto, decisions of the board 
concerning the investment of 
moneys constituting part of 
the trust fund tn any deposit or 
obligation of any bank or cor 
poration in which such trustee 
may have such an interest. If 
there shali be brought betore 
the board any matter in which 
a trustee shall have any in 
terest which may conflict with 
his or her duties as a trustee 
he or she shall immediately 
make a complete disclosure to 
the board of such interest and 
shall thereatter withdraw 
trom participation in any 
deliberation and decision of 
the board with respect to such 
matter 

(nh) The Board shall have 

all of the powers necessary to 
carry out and effectuate the 
purposes and provisions of 
this amendment, including, 
without limiting the generality 
of the foregoing, the tollowing 
powers 

"(1) To adopt, alter and 
repeal bylaws, regulations 
and rules tor the regulation 
and conduct of its affairs and 
business 

(2) To make, enter into and 

execute contracts 
agreements and other in 
struments and to take such 
other actions as may be 
necessary or convenient to ac 
complish any purpose for 


which the trust fund was 
created or to exercise any 
power expressly or by 
reasonable implication, 
granted by this amendment; 
(3) To enter into contracts 

with, to accept aid and grants 
trom, to cooperate with and to 
do any and all things that may 
be necessary in order to avail 
itself of the aid and coopera 
tion of the United States of 
America, the State or: any 
agency instrumentality or 
political subdivision of either 
thereof in furtherance of the 
purposes of this amendment;

(4) To appoint, employ and 
contract with such employees, 
agents, advisors and con 
sultants, including, buf not 
limited to, attorneys, accoun 
tants, financial experts and 
such other advisors, con 
sultants and agents as may in 
its judgment be necessary or 
desirable, and to fix their com 
pensation; provided, however, 
that any obligation created or 
assumed by the board shall 
not create any pecuniary 
obligation or liability of the 
state or the trust fund other 
than such as shall be payable 
out of moneys appropriated by 
the legislature to defrawp the 
expenses of the board in car 
rying out the purposes of this 
amendment. fvo lien or charge 
against any assets of the trust 
fund for any purpose what 
soever shall be created by or 
result from any law. enacted 
by the legislature or any ac 
tion taken by the board or any 
other department, agency or 
nstrumentality of the state 

(i) The expenses of making 

and disposing of investments, 
such aS brokerage commis 
SIONS legal expenses 
referable to 4 particular tran 
saction, transfer taxes and 
other customary transactional 
expenses shal! be payable out 
of any trust income of the trust 
tund. The legislature shall 
provide for the administrative 
and other necessary expenses 
of the board in the same man 
ner as it provides for the ex 
penses of operating other 
departments and agencies of 
the state 

“Section 4. (a) There shall 
be transferred from the 
general fund of the state into 
the trust fund, as the initial 
trust capital, moneys in an 
amount equal to the sum of all 
proceeds of any oil and gas 
capital payments received by 
the state pursuant to the seal 
ed bids awarded on August 14, 
1984, including any revenues 
and earnings deposited in any 
fund pursuant to Section 
9-17-68, Code of Alabama 1975; 
provided, however, that the 
division of lands of the Depart 
ment of Conservation and 
Natural Resources shall be en 
titled to four percent (4°o) of 
the three hundred torty seven 
million tour hundred and 
eighty three thousand dollars 
$347,483,000) which has been 
received by the state pursuant 
to the sealed bids awarded on 
August 14, 1984, which sum 
shall be carried in the state 
treasury to the credit of the 
state lands fund 

“Promptly following the ef 
fective date of this amend 
ment, the state treasurer shall 
take all actions necessary to 
transfer to the board the 
possession, control and 
management of the_ initial 
trust capital. If at the time of 
such transfer into the trust 
tund all or part of the initial 
trust capital is invested in cer 
tificates of deposit or other in 
vestments which cannot be 
converted into cash prior to 
the maturity thereof without 
ioss of interest or other penal 
ty, the state treasurer shall 
directly transfer such cer 
tificates of deposit or other in 


vestments to the board as part: 


of the initial trust capital 
without first converting the 
same into cash. In the event 
that any certificates of deposit 
or other investments shall be 
“transferred into the trust fund, 
the initial trust capital shall 
not include the income or pro 


fit from such certificates of 
deposit or other investments 
that has been received by the 
State on or betore such 
transfer or that constitutes ac 
crued interest, amortized dis 
count or other amounts which 
in accordance with generally 
accepted accounting prin 
ciples, should be considered as 
having been earned by the 
State as of the date of such 
transter. Any such income or 
profits trom such certificates 
of deposit or other in 
vestments that has been 
received by the state on or 
before such transfer shall re 
main in the general fund sub 
ject to appropriation by the 
legislature.

other moneys or assets as the 
legislature may by law ap 
propriate and transter to the 
trust fund as a permanent part 
thereot (11) Such other 
moneys or assets as may be 
contributed to the trust fund 
from any source, and (iii) all 
proceeds of any oil and gas 
capital payments as defined in 
this amendment subsequent to 
August 14 1984 provided, 
however, that the division of 
lands of the Department of 
Conservation and Natural 
Resources Shall be entitled to 
one percent (1%) of all pro 
ceeds of any oil and gas 
Capital payments as defined in 
this amendment subsequent to 
August 14, 1984. which sum 
Shall be carried in the state 
treasury to the credit of the 
State lands fund In addition 
within ninety (90) days after 
2eptember |, 200), the Board 
of Trustees of The Alabama 
Heritage Trust Fund shall 
transter the trust capital of 
The Alabama Heritage Trust 
Fund to The Alabama Trust 
Fund and shail transter the 
trust income of The Alabama 
Heritage Trust Fund to the 
State general tund The trust 
capital received by The

(c) Provided, however, 
beginning with state fiscal 
year 1989-90, one percent of 
the income from The Alabama 
Trust Fund shall be reinvested 
in The Alabama Trust Fund; 
two percent of such income 
shall be reinvested in the 
following year; and one addi 
tional percent of such income 
each subsequent year shall be 
reinvested until a total of ten 
percent of such income from 
The Alabama Trust Fund each 
year shall be reinvested in The 
Alabama Trust Fund 

"Section 5. (a) The trust 


capital shall be held in 
oerpetual trust and shall not 
be aopropriated by the 
legislature or expendea or 
disbursed for any purpose 
other than to acquire eligible 
investments in accordance 
with the provisions of this 
amendment. All eligible in 
vestments acquired, in whole 
or in part, with moneys con 
Stituting part of the trust 
capital shall to the extent of 
such moneys constitute part of 
the trust capital, but any trust 
income derived therefrom 
shall be paid directly into the 
general tund as if is received 
by the board, subject to ap 
propriation and withdrawal by 
tne legislature 

‘(o) To the extent prac 
ticable, the board shall keep 
all moneys at any time held in 
the trust fund invested in such 
eligible investments as shall, 
in its sole and uncontrolled 
judgment, produce the 
greatest trust income over the 
term of Such investments 
while preserving the trust 
capital. In making any invest 
ment of moneys held in the 
trust fund, the board shall ex 
ercise the judgment and care, 
under the circumstances 
prevailing at the ‘time of such 
investment, which an institu 
tional investor of the highest 
standard of prudence, in 
telligence and financial exper 
tise would exercise in the 
management and investment 
of large assets entrusted to it 
not for the purpose of 
speculative profit but for the 
permanent qeneration and 
disposition of funds, consider 
ing the probable safety of 
capital as well as the expected 
amount and frequency of in 
come. The board shall have 
full power and authority to 
select the eligible investments 
in which moneys held in the 
trust fund shall at any time be 
invested, and, to the extent not 
inconsistent with any express 
provision of this amendment, 
the eligible investments so 
selected shall be acquired 
from such issuers, under 
writers, brokers or other 
sellers on such terms and con 
ditions; shali be acquired for 
purchase: prices reflecting 
such discount below or 
premium above the par or 
face amount thereof; shal! 
bear such dates and be in such 
form, denominations and 
series; shall mature or be sub 
ject to mandatory redemption 
on such dates; shall bear in 
terest at such rate or rates 
payable at such intervals or, 
alternatively, shall provide in 
come to the holder thereof in 
such manner (including, 


‘ without limitation thereto, the 


purchase of such investments 
at a discount which represents 
all or part of the income or 
profit derived therefrom); 
shall be unsecured or secured 
in such manner and subject to 
the provisions of Section 2, 
paragraphs 2 and 3; shall con 
tain such provisions for 
prepayment or redemption at 
the option of the issuer or 
obligor; and shall contain or 
be subject to such other provi 
sions as shall, in all of the 
foregoing respects, be deter 
mined by the board in exercise 
of its sole and uncontrolled 
judgment. The board shall 
have full power and authority 
to invest the trust capital in 
any eligible investments pro 


ducing trust income in accor 
dance with such schedule as 
the board shall, in the exercise 
of its sole and uncontrolled 
judgment, determine to be in 
the best interests of the state, 
and in determining such 
schedule the board may em 
phasize future benefits in 
preference to near-term 
needs. The board shall have 
complete and uncontrolled 
discretion in making decisions 
as to when moneys in the trust 
fund shall be invested, as to 
the purchase price or other ac 
quisition cost to be paid or in 
curred in acquiring in 
vestments for the trust fund, 
as to when investments con 
Stituting part of the trust fund 
Shall be sold, liquidated or 
otherwise disposed of, and, as 
to the amount and nature of 
the price or other considera 
tion to be received by the trust 
fund upon the sale, liquidation 
or other disposition of in 
vestments constituting part of 
the trust fund. No law shall be 
enacted nor any action taken 
by the executive department 
of the state which impairs or 
interferes with the power, 
authority and discretion con 
ferred upon the board by this 
amendment with respect to 
the acquisition, management, 
contro! and disposition of in 
vestments at any time con 
stituting part of the trust fund 

UG o the extent ap 
propriate and not at the time 
prohibited by law, the board 
shall use the facilities of the 
state treasurer in the ad 
ministration of the trust fund, 
including, but without limita 
tion thereto, the keeping of 
records, the management of 
bank accounts, the transfer of 
funds and the safekeeping of 
securities evidencing in 
vestments 

“(d) The board shall cause 
an annual audit of the trust 
fund to be performed for each 
fiscal year by the State Ex 
aminers of Public Accounts 
or, in the discretion of the 
board, by an independent cer 
tified public accounting firm 
and shall cause a report of 
such audit to be prepared in 
accordance with applicable 
accounting principles. The 
board shall cause to be 
prepared and publicized such 
financial and other informa 
tion concerning the trust fund 
as may from time to time be 
provided by law duly enacted 
by the legislature, but in the 
absence of any law directing 
the preparation and publica 
tion of different reports, the 
board shall cause to be 
prepared and made public, 
within thirty (30) days after 
the end of each quarterly 
period in each fiscal year, a 
report containing (i) a state 
ment of the trust capital then 
held in the trust fund showing 
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any changes thereto since the 
last quarterly report (ii) a 
statement of the trust income 
received during the quarterly 
period in question, (iii) 4
